of war. This report states that the 300,000 
men and 1100 ships now in the service are 
as promptly and as well provided for as were 
the 55,000 men and the 300 sbips which we 
head before the war began. It says that te 
navy is adequately clothed, fed and equipped, 
and that the vast appropriations made are 


being economically and wisely spent. it 


tells Congress that all is well with the fleet 
and that the 1918 destroyers will be built in 
trom onethird to one-half the dime pre- 
scribed by prewar conditions. — 

Indeed | doubt if a more 
report concerning a government department 
has ever been made by any Congressional 
investigating committee, and on the heels of 
it the committee on naval affairs Aske for 
an appropriation for the navy of $1,325,000.

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FAMOUS PRIMA DONNAS OF BYGONE D& 


Emperors Tremble at Her Whims. By Edith Jamison Lowe.

HERE were no prima donnmas as we 


to a great prima donna was the poetess, 
Sappho, who accompanied herself upon the 
lyre when she sang her own verses, for in 
Greece, music and poetry emanated trom 
the same source. Although the poems of 
Sappho are represented today by a few frag 
ments, she must have been a woman.of great 
power, for her beauty and talent have been 
sung by countless poets throughout the 
centuries which have elapsed since she 
leaped from a rock to still the pangs of un- 
requited love. 

The music of ancient’ Rome was borrowed 
from Greece, and there were no women 
musicians or poetesses upon the roll 
of honor. The composition and perform. 
ance of music was given over entirely to 
men, and even the early Christians elim- 
inated the feminine voice from their songs 
of worship. 

During early mediaeval times, the trouba- 


. dours were the principal exponents of the 


art of song, though we later find them dis- 
placed by the jongleurs and jongleuses who 
@tached themselves to the courts of the 
different kings and nobles. Marie de France 
Was one of the most famous of the jon 
gleuses. She composed the words and wa 
sic of many beautiful songs, and it is <e- 
lated that her royal audiences were never 
tired of listening to her. 


The First Opera. 


Gradually, through a process of musical 
evolution, the first opera was evolved from 
the early pastorals and dramas set to mu 
sic, and with the adve~* of the first opera 
the prima donna as we ktiow ber today, 
made her appearance. When Peri’s opera, 
Dafre, was produced privately in the Corsi 
palace In Florence im 1595, Vittoria Archilei 
was engaged to sing the part of Dafne, It 
is related that she was not beautiful, but 
that she was the most accomplished singer 
to be found: she ornamented the musical 
text with many “giri e gruppi,” but we have 
no knowledge of how she sang her four- 
ishes. When the PeriCaccini opera, Euri- 
dice, was produced in the Pitti palace in 
1600, to celebrate the marriage of Catherine 
de Medici and Henry IV of France, Vittoria 
Archilei was engaged to sing again. She 
again introduced many musical embroid- 
eries into the opera, so as to better show 
off her voice and musical ability. 

And so we see that with the first appear- 
ance of the prima donna, her characteristics 
were conspicuously present. In order to ex- 
ploit her own accomplishments, she in- 
sisted upon the introducticn of musical em-

However, the indispensible though ugly 
Arcbilei was later displaced from ber pin- 
nacle of power by Adriana Basile, called the 
“Biren of Posillipo.” -This singer also does 
not appear to have been beautiful, though 
Many poets raved about her Diack eyes, 
blonde hair and her white hands. Her ar- 
tistic triumphs were extended over the prin- 
cipal cities of Italy, but the apotheosis of 
her glory arrived in Venice, where the fa- 
mous collection of writings entitled “Teatri 
delie glorie della Signora Basile” was 
printed. She was called by Conte Fonta- 
nelli, “Tenth of the Muses, fourth of the 
graces, first of women, miracle of nature, 
ornament of art, base of honor, seat of vir- 
tue, Verius of beauty.” These epithets must 
jave been enough to satisfy the vanity of 
an exacting prima donna. . 

The Leonora of Milton. 


According to all accounts, Leonora 
Baroni, daughter of Adriana Basile, was 
One of the greatest prima donnas of all

time. Though she was not gifted with great 
beauty, her personal charm was acknowl 
edged by all who came in contact with her. 
She was called the Leonora of Milton and 
of Pope Clement Ninth. The latter be 
stowed many gifts upon her, which some 
timés consisted of precious stones, and 
sometimes of dainties calculated to tickle 
the palate of the most fastidious son«-)ird. 
This music-loving Pope also dedicated many 
sonnets to the fascinating Leonora. She not 
only sang in all the principal cities of ltaly, 
but was also called to France by Cardinal 
Mazarin, and Louls XIV gave her a pension 
for Wfe. She was honored by the homage 
of all the gentlemen, artists, litterateurs and 
poets of her time. There are in existence 
two collections of writings in her honor, con- 
taining poetry in Latin, Italian, Greek, 
French, Spanish and Portuguese. 

In 1640 she became the wife of Giulio 
Cestre Castellani, upon which event she 
left the stage, and thereafter tried to efface 
all memory of her former theatrical tri 
umphs. Her salon was frequented by the 
flower of Rome. All contemporary writers 
are unanimous in declaring this prima 
donna to have been of the best possible 
moral character. She died in 1670. 


The Famous Male Sopranos, 


But ugh these early prima donnas 
were admired by everyone, Pope Innocent 
XI about 1676 issued a decree prohibiting 
women from appearing in the theaters, and 
this decree was not abolished for many 
years, so that the roles which had formerly 
been assigned to women, were now assumed 
by male sopranos or altos. These sacrificed 
human beings whom Geethe considered to 
be “the greatest ornament of art” were 


a verfection of art which it is dificult for 
as .© imagine, Two of the greatest of these 
male sopranos were Farinelli (Carlo 
Broschi) and Caffarelli (Gaetano Majorano,) 
both of them pupils of Porpora, said to have 
been the most wonderful vocal teacher who 
has ever lived. These two famous sopranisti 
triumphed wherever they sang, and they 
both acquired immense wealth and titigs. 
Louis XV of France furnished Farinelli 
every day With a table for six and a car 
riage; he gave him many valuable presents. 
In London, one woman became so excited 
while listening to the warbling. of Farinelli 
that she cried aloud in the theater, “There 
is only one God and one Farinelli.” 
Another of the famous male sopranos was 
Senesino, so called because he was born in 
Sienna. He was brought to London by Han- 
del to sing in the Italian operas which were 
then introduced to the

Being 
avte to do business with manufacturing 
concerns and private homes, on the basie 
of known figures, electrical corporations 
have hesitated, he asserts, to make the 
costly experiments necessary in order to 
fiaure accurately with the farmer, the re- 
evit heving been that some farmers are 
using electrical power when other power 
would be more economical, while others 
might make a great saving by the iInstalla- 
tion of electrical equipment, and do not 
know it. 

Asserting that the making of the nuces- 
sary experiments is beyond their’ scope, 
the electrical concerns have expressed the 
belief that the United States Department 
of Agriculture, cooperating with State au- 
thorities, should make exhaustive tests 
and experiments and carry on active edu- 
cational work to the ead that farmers may 
secure electrical service on a basis simi- 
jar to that applying to city dwellers and 
mant'facturers. 

Without waiting, however, for such ac- 
tion on the part of the authorities, one of 
the largest power concerns in the country 
has conducted a number of experiments to 
determine the relative costs of doing spe- 
cific farm jobs with electrical power, as 
compared to other methods. For instance, 
one farmer was convinced, by a test con- 
ducted at his own place, that he could 
better afford to grind his ear corn with his 
own electrical equipment than to haul it,

SAN FERNANDO.—An attempt is being 
made to secure the planting of 500 acres of 
castor beans in thig vicinity.

The San Fernando Canning Com- 
pany is pushing its new building rapidly. It 
will occupy a space 500x150 feet. The struc- 
ture is well along.

A big seed bed is prepared and tomato 
plants will be supplied to the growers.

Chief Engineer ©. K. Clarke to the irriga- 
tion district directors. “We are diverting 
from the river 5200 second feet,” said Engl- 
neer Clarke. “This is at least 1000 feet 
more than the amount called for last year 
at this time, and testifies to the tremen- 
dous increase in the land under crop. The 
condition of the Alamo channel is better 
than it ever has been. Its surface ig two 
feet lower than it wag last year at this time.

WHITTIER.—That the green aphis on or- 
auge trees is the worst this year that it has 
ever been is the opinion of Mark Sweigert, 
deputy horticultural inspector for the Whit- 
tier district. Growers and horticultural men 
have usually regarded the aphis pest as not 
worth any attention in the matter of spray- 
ing, but In many cases this year’s growers 
are spraying for the pest. The present 
method of treatment ig to mix the regulation 
nicotine spray, Kentucky “Black Leaf,” with 
the regulation limesulphur spray, and get 
the aphis and red spider at the same dose. 
According to Inspector Sweigert, cases are 
on record where the damage from the green 
aphis has been considerable, contrary to the 
usual opinion. Neither the aphis nor réé

buy equipment, it is pointed out, without 
the necessity of a test having to be made 
to determine whether he could economical- 
ly use electricity. 
MUST BE “SHOWN.” 


It has already been established, accord- 
ing to electrical men, that the farmer will 
use electricity in preference to any other 
power, because of its cleanliness, conven- 
lence and reliability, when he can get it 
at reasonable rates. Being, as a rule, dif- 
cult to interest in new innovations, the 
average farmer must be shown where he 
can better himself in a business way, be- 
fore he becomes a willing prospect. What 
is clearly needed, they say, is accurate in- 
formation as to what rates permit of the 
economical use of electricity for different 
specific purposes, and under various aver- 
age conditions. 

That lack of information has not de- 
terred farmers from attacking the prob- 
lem themselves, however, is evidenced by 
the large number of cooperative compa- 
nies in operation throughout the United 
States. One Kansas company, composed 
of eight farmers who recognized and ac- 
quired a water-power site, according to the 
Country Gentleman, has a line carrying 
11,000 volts, and furnishes current to all 
the members at a cost, to each, of from 
$1.50 to $4 a month. This organization 
aleo owns a portable motor, with a long 
cable and a transformer, which they use to 
run their own threshing machine. 

Although such power is preferable to a 
mere lighting circuit, because of its avail- 
ability for operation of machinery, many 
a farm home has been vastly improved by 
the installation of a small generator, driv- 
en by either a self-contained or separate 
gasoline motor. The household machin- 
ery, as well as the separator and other 
light equipment, may be run by a small 
motor connected with a light socket, 
These outfits, some of them equipped with 
storage batteries, have, been so perfected 
in a number of types that they are said 
to be almost trouble-proof. The prices for 
which they may be installed, it is pointed 
out by dealers, are exceedingly low, con- 
sidering the conveniences and utility in- 
volved. Various makes and sizes of these 
individual units for average farm homes 
sel] at from $1560 to $500.

the plants which they attack. Arsenate of 
lead is the poison in most general use for 
this purpose. This substance is poisonous 
to persons as well as to insects and must 
be used with care. It should not be applicd 
to vegetables that are to be used soon. All 
vegetables should be washed carefully be- 
fore they are eaten, regardiess of whether 
they have been sprayed. 

Most of the’ garden plants may be safe. 
guarded against disease and at the same 
time protected from attack by certain eat- 
ing insects by spraying at intervals of two 
weeks with a combination of Bordeaux mix- 
ture and arsenate of lead. 

Sucking insects, such as plant-lice or 
“aphis.” cannot be killed by poisoning the 
surface of the leaves and fruit, since they 
feed by puncturing the plants and extract- 
ing the internal juices. Poisons which will 
kill by contact or substances, which en- 
velop and smother the pests are, therefore, 
employed against the sucking insects. 
principal remedies of this sort are nico 
tine-sulphate solutions, fish oil and other 
soap solutions, and kerosene-soap emulsion. 

Gardeners desiring additiona! information 
in regard to insects affecting vegetable 
gardens should apply direct to the Bureau 
of Entomology, United States Department of 
Agriculture, or to the horticultural special- 
ists of the Department, but it should be un- 
derstood that there\is no publication cover- 
ing the entire subject. Farmers’ Bulletin 
856, “Control Diseases and Insect Enemies 


sheep shearing machines, grain graders, 
root cutters, bone grinders, hay hoists, hay 
balers, clover hullers, cider mills, spraying 
machines and the machinery of the farm 
shops, such as emory wheel, circular saw 
and other wood and metal-working power 
tools. 


California undoubtedly leads the West- 
ern States, if not the entire Country, in 
the extension of power lines through rural 
districts. The most general application of 
the power in this State has been in the 
pumping of water for irrigation. 

The Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, with which was recently merged the 
Pacific Light and Power Company, sup- 
plies for agricultural purposes, according 
to S. M. Kennedy, secretary and general 
agent, over 100,000 horse power in South- 


ern California. It is estimated that this 
power is used for irrigating at least 200,000 
acres. In addition to the power con- 


sumed for pumping, a vast amount is sold 
to industries indirectly connected with 
agriculture, such as canneries, dehydrating 
plants, creameries, cheese factories and 
sugar refineries. 


The average size of the farm motors in 
use in the southern part of the State, ac- 
cording to Mr. Kennedy, is twenty-five 
horse power, while an eight-horse-power 
motor is the average size used in the San 
Joaquin Valley. This is explained, he said. 
by the fact that the southern farmers, as 
a rule, irrigates only at certain hours, 
while in the central part of the State it 
is not unusual to run a pump twenty-four 
hours at a ti

Because of its great power, the tractor 
can effectively handle a heavy grading ma- 
chine, and it ie possible with such an outfit 
to “make over” an old dirt road in a com- 
paratively short time. On ranches where 
open trrigating ditches are u a medium 
size combination ditcher and ia often 
used. It can then be used with the tractor 
on the roads, and, if necessary, with horses 
on the ditches.

by the “kilowatt hour.” The kilowatt hour

into watts: 1000 watts equal one kilowatt; 
746 watts are equivalent to 1 horsepower. 
Lampe are usually rated in watts. A forty- 
watt lamp ‘about thirty-two candle power) 
will consume forty watt-hours of electric 
energy in one hour.

This plan, 
made possible by a provision of Congress 
in 1913, grew out of the difficulty the gov- 
ernment has had in securing a sufficient 
number of army remounts, says Yearbook 
Separate No. 754, “Breeding Horses for the 
United States Army.” 
PLAN OF CO-OPERATION. 

The plan consists primarily in placing 
| stallions of merit, registered in the proper 
| stud books and belonging to the thorough- 
| bred, American saddle, standard bred, and

| | MAKING “BABY BEEF.” | 


It has been pointed out that one method 
of increasing beef production is by keeping 
the calves growing during their first year so 
that beef animals may be marketed at 
earlierages The following suggestions are 
sven. ee an gxpert for the making of “baby 


In order that calves may be qualified for 
the production ot baby beef, that is, fat- 
tened and matured for market between one 
and two years of age, they must have 
quality and good finish. The consumer does 
not want the unfinished yearling, and the 
calf that does not have quality will not take 
on a high finish. Neither will the calf lack- 
ing in early-maturing qualities fatten prop- 
erly during the lattér part of the feeding 
period, but instead it will use most of the 
feed which it constimes for growth. . The 
feeder should keep this in mind and first 
determine whether his calves are good 
enough to compete on the fat yearling mar- 
ket, and if he decides that they are not, 
they should be finished with coarse feeds 
and marketed later. 

The deep, wide-bodied, thick-fleshed calf 
with short legs and an abundance of quality 
as indicated by fineness of hair, texture of 
skin, smoothness of flesh, and general re- 
finement about the head and other parts of 
the body,-ig the type best suited for mak. 
ing prime baby beef. Uniformity in size, 
weight and color should not be overlooked 
either, becawse such factors are an advan- 
tage in marketing. These points are of

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GREAT MILK RECORD 
FOR CALIFORNIA. 


The wonderful work of the Holstein cow 
Raphaella Johanna Aaggie, owned by Napa 
State Hospital, is deseribed In a letter from 
Owen M. Duffy, business manager of that 
institution, who announces that she will be 


' continued on test for 365 days, in the hope 


that she will break the world’s record for 


milk production in one year. 


This cow, according to Mr. Duffy, made 
her largest production during March, pro- 
ducing from the 8th to the 14th inclusively 
929.6 pounds of milk and 31.9 pounds of but- 
ter. The previous milk record for seven 
days, held by Riverside Sadie De Kol Burke, 
was 902.1 pounds. Although Raphaella pro 
duced less milk in the period from March 
19 to 25, her butter production during this 
week reached the astonishing total of 32.8 


pounds. 

The total production for March, her own- 
ers say, breaks the former world’s record, 
held by May Echo Sylvia, a Canadian-owned 
cow, which made a showing of 3767.3 pounds 
of milk. The California cow, in the Same 
period, produced 3795.6 pounds of milk and 
129.6 pounds of butter. 

Raphaella Johanna Aaggie, according to 
G. M. Brown, local creameryman, was bred 
by T. A. Page of West Edmonton, N. Y., and 
shipped first to Western Washington, and 
later to California, after making several 
records for the Spokane men who owned 
her. Mr. Brown states that she was sired 
by King Pontiac Hengeweld out of a grand- 


daughter of the famous King of the Pon-

The het weather of last June 
destroyed many colonies, and the dry fall 
and winter made bloom scarce, so that 
many colonies had to be fed during the 
winter. But those who kept their colonies

ing one or more queep cell*, a quantity of 
brood f.om which the young bees wil! 
shortly emerge and a supply of honey for 
the young bees. The removal of the queen 
cells thus has the effect of discouraging 
swarming. Queen traps of perforated zinc 
are sometimes used when swarming is not 
desired. These traps allow the workers to 
pass out, bul prevent the queen from leay- 
ing the hive. Thus when a swarm emerges, 
it finds itself without a queen and so the 
workers return to the old home. The 
queen. which has been confined, is then re. 
leased. The objection to this method is 
that later swarming may occur. 

Many bee-men make fit a practise to clip 
one wing of each queen early in the spring. 
This, of course. does not apply te virgin 
queens who have not yet made their fight. 
The purpose of this wing-clipping is to 
make the handling of the swarm easier 
When the bees swarm, the queen, being 
unable to fly, will fall to the ground near 
the hive. She is then caught and con- 
fined. The old hive, containing the queen 
cella and the brood, with such workers as 
falled to join the swarm, is then removed 
and a new hive put in ite place. The 
swarm, Onding iteelf queeniess, will soon 
retura, and will enter the hive, in which 
the captured queen is released. . 

Another method of controNing swarming 
ia to divide the colony at swarming time. 
In the new hive half ne bees, comb and

ten pounds of honey to make a pound of 
wax. 

THE BEGINNER. 


The beginner should start with only one 
er two colonies and gradually increase 
tee number as the numerous intricacies of 
the business are mastered. While success 
haa been attained by starting with a large 
number of colonies, such an experiment is 
usually a costly one. Now that there is a 
demand for more honey in order to con- 
serve sugar and to release the shipping re 
quired to bring imported sugar to Amer- 
ica, every suburbanite ia being urged by 
the government to carefully consider se 
curing a hive of bees for the purpose of 
supplying bis own family with honey. 

In most locations there |s bloom enough 
to supply the nectar, and a careful plan 
nine of the flower and vegetable garden 
will de much to make up for any «lack. 
From forty t 100 pounds of extracted 
honey is the ordinary output of a colony 
that is well cared for, thoush much less 
ia secured from the average farm hive.

TO HANDLE. 


The first thing many-persons think of in 
connection with beekeeping is the prob- 
lem of handling the busy little honey-mak- 
ers.

ime. The prospective bee-keeper must an- 
ticipate’ the kind of trouble he dreads by 
suitable preparation in edvance... 


In the first place he will want a bee 
smoker; there are a number of reliable 
enes on the market. Then ke will require 
a bee vent. Une made of black entton tulle 
netting with a black wire or silk facing in 
front of the eye) ig recom- 
mended. Bee gloves are aiso aavisabdie in 
the case of the becinner, although the ex- 
pert usually scorns any protection for the 
hands. - 

A bee man, who hes been identified with 
the University of California Agricultural 
Experiment Station, has these words of ad- 
vice for beginners tn bee-keeping: In pre- 
paring to examine a colony of bees, first 
light up your smoker, using rotten oak- 
wood, old vurlap sacking or ofled waste 
for fuel; something to make a gcod blue 
smoke, not a smudge, the object being to 
alarm the bees, canting them to fill them- 
serves with bonev, in which condition they 
are easily handiud, but not to suffocate or 
injure them. Put on the bee veil and tie 
down the pantaloon tees (ladies should 
wear bloomers or overalls) well around 
the ankles.” The beekeeper, he says, is 
then ready to tackle any job.

GERMANS OIL, 
BURN LIVING. 


Atrocious Deeds Told of by 
Red Cross Speaker. 


Woes of Little French Town 
Defy Description. 


Men, W omen and Children are 
Executed. 


“The Atrocious and the Magnani- 
mous,” as typifying the opposite 
spirit of Germany and of the Allied 
nations, was the subject of an ad- 
dress to a large audience at Trinity 
Auditorium last night by Dr. Arthur 
J. Francis, who comes to the Pacific 
Coast as spokesman for the Amer!i- 
can Red Cross. 

Dr. Francie for nearly twenty 
years waa a Congregational minister 
in Chicago. He was selected by the 
Red Cross te be a member of their 
commission on publicity to Europe 
te see the importance of their work 
abroad. He spent February, March 
and April of the present year in this 
service and received a commission 
as honorary captain. 

In his address last night he said, 
in part: 

“Standing in the Iittle battle- 
scarred village of Gerbervillier, talk- 
ing with Sister Julie, that intrepid 
littie soul that dared to stand with 
her beloved’ French wounded and 
meet the Germen as he came down 
from the North a swarming, lustful, 
passionate host, I heard the story of 
the shooting, hanging and burning 
that went with that woeful and ago- 
nizing destruction of town and peo- 
ple. Gerbervillier was a beautiful 
and typieal Freneh village of 472 
houses and buildings. Todey there 
are only twenty, the reat of the town 
being an unsightly ruin. I was in- 
troduced to Mme. Lindenheld, the 
Ittie Alsatian woman, more German 
than French, and heard from her 
lips the story of the destruction of 
her husband and son, a story already 
told me by Sister Julie, and corrob- 
orated by others, and vo ed for 
by governmental reeerds. 

ANGER OF GERMANS. 


“The German troops were partic- 
ularly angry with the people of Ger- 
bervillier in that they had put up a 
stubbern resistance. The town had 
been held by a handful of French 
culrassiers whe hed for three days 
fought back the Germans. When, 
by the strength of euperior numbers, 
the Germans finally entered the 
town, and found they had been 
‘luffed’ In such a way, their fury 
knew no bounds. They looted, they 
lusted, they burned and destroyed 
everything that came in their path. 
Neither man, woman nor child was 
ppered, and the woes of that little 
town can never be fully told. 

“Mme. Lindenheld stood with her 
husband, a man of some 69 odd 
years, on one side, and her sen, @ 
French noncembatant, a member of 
the French Red Cross and wearing 
a ‘braseard,” or stan of the order, on 
his left arm, at the other side. They 
teok her husband away to La Prele, 
where he was executed. They 
hanged the son, a man of 36 years, 
before her. After a while she 
pleaded for his bedy for burial, 
which request was rudely granted. 

SET FIRE TO BRODY. 

“She took her sen in her arms, 

bathed his forehead and temples, 


massaged his neck, and le! miracie 
of miracies! he lived. Im the de- 
lirtum of her joy she gave a great, 
giad exclamation, which called the 
attention of the German soldiers to 
the fact that he was not dead. In 
the passion. of their war anger, the) 
deliberately poured petrol over the 
living body and set fire to it. Of this 
IT have the testimeny of the wife and 
mother, of Sister Julie, and of oth- 
ers, and it is the selfeame story in 
each case.” 

Of the outoeme of the war, Dr. 
Francis said: 

“The outcome is never a matter of. 
doubt with me. There is never a 
question in my mind that no matter 
how hard gees the fighting today, 
tomorrow, or the day after; this 
year, next, or five years hence, the 
last battle will be fought and. won 
by the Allies, our Allies with us. and 
we will have learned much from 
French, Belgian, ltalian, Serbian, 
Canadian, Australian, South African, 
Englishman, Irishman and Scotch- 
man, so much, that in that day we 
will understand something of the 
meaning of hate and magnanimity, 
and choose accordingly.”

WHEAT, BEEF AND SALT 
TABLET NAVY RATION. 


[uv A. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—A new 
emergency ration has been adopted 
by the Navy Department. The ra- 
tion is in the form of compressed 
tablets, each consisting of eight 
ounces of powdered cooked wheat, 
five ounces of powdered lean beef 
and one ounce of salt. 

When one and a quarter ounces 
of chocolate is added te each tablet,

RIFLE FOR EVERY MAN. 
The statement said: 
“The army Ordnance Depart- 
ment has thus far met every de- 
mand imposed by the new pro- 
Sramme for overseas shipment of 
American troops. 
“Despite the great acceleration in 
the sending of American forces to 
France, no infantryman goes 
aboard ship without a United States 
model 1917 rifle (medified Enfield.) 
bayonet, belt, haversack, pack car- 
riers, bandoliers, bayonet soabbard 
and full mess equipment. 
“Tonnage is today a limiting fac- 
tor in the shipment of ordnance 
material overseas, especiajly be- 
cause of the present neceasifY of tn- 
creasing the transport of infantry 
regimenta. 
“Sufficient supplies of artillery-— 
French 75-millimeter and 155-mil- 
4meter and American heavy rai. 
way artillery—are already In 
France to meet the present demand. 
Sufficient machine guns are also im- 
mediately available for American 
forces in France.”

“Long before the assassination of 
the Archduke, Germany had planned 
this world war, Just a hint from 
Berlin would have settled the con- 
troversy between Austria and Ser- 
bia, but inetead of a hint, Germany 
dreve Austria to force the war on 
Serbia and the world conflict was 
begun. Austria has no policy that 
she ean call her own, elther home or 
foreign. Pvervthing in Austria is 
made in Germany. 

“In 1903, when King Peter came 
to the Serbian throne, Berbia de- 
clared her independence and dared 
defy the plans of Germany for an 
open road te the East. Then Ger- 
many decided that Serbia must be; 
crushed.

He appeaied to the un- 
fortunate and the discontented, in 
order that with their aid he could 
rise to power. His name was Cata- 
line, and it is a name forever in- 
famous in history.

ROLLS ARE OPFNED FOR MEN 
WHO CAN GIVE SOME TIME 
TO NEEDED WORK. 


The following statement was if*- 
sued yesterday by Federal Judge B. 
r. Dledsoe, Los Angeles county | 
rector for the United States Pubite | 
Reserve: 

The United States government ts 
extremely desirous of securing an ef- 
fective mobilization of its man pow- 
er for the purposes, generally, of 
doing the things required to Ye done 
in the production and conservation 
of material resources needed in the 
war, and specifically, of aiding in 


the harvesting of fruits and other 
crops. 

To that end, under the direction 
of the Public Service Reserve, en- 
rolling agencies are being estab- 
lished whereat those who can serve, 
at the usual remuneration, in pro- 
ductive capacities, are requested to 
enroll their names, ete., #0 that when 
the demand comes for labor, the! 
government, through fits employment 
bureau and otherwise, will be more 
effectively able to meet it. 

These enrolling agencies have 
been established in all communities 
in Southern California, and gener- 
ally the City Clerk or the local jus- 
tlee of the peace, gladly consenting 
to serve, was named as such enroll- 
ing officer. and upon application to 
him, enrollment may be effected.

Pasadena Visitor Receives Letter 
from the Front Giving Vivid 
War Story.

PASADENA, May 1i12,.-—Vividly 
picturing life “over there” William 
C., or “Billy,.”” Levere, former judge, 
legislator and newspaper man, has 
written a letter to John A. Childs of 
Evanston, Ill, a winter visitor in 
Pasadena. The May issue of the 
ladies’ Home Journal described 
“Billy” as “the fattest, jolliest, 
kindliest American in France.” 

“At home,” says the magazine, 
“he is the guiding spirit of the Sig- 
ma Alpha Epsilon Fraternity. He 
expects to bring part of the army 


back to Northwestern University 
and see that the ‘boys get the 
chance they deserve.” “Billy” is 


well known in the coll of the 
country. 


His letter to Mr. Childs April 
14 date runs the gamut of human 
emotions as follows: 

“I have carried your letter about 
with me for a long time waiting to 
answer it until] I could find a time 
to write you at length. I enjoyed 
hearing from you very much and 
for that matter have received no 
letter since 1 came to France (which 
now seems so very, very long ago) 
which was more welcome than 
yours. 

“I have at last actually run up 
against a typewriter and this is my 
chance to slap it in the face and 
make it eat out of my hand for a 
few hours. I looked at it almost 
with awe and wondered if I could 
still manipulate it, for it almost 
seems as far back as the neoplastic 
ages since I had seen one. Yet I

SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—To 
Insure a sufficient supply for 4do- 
mestic and commercial canning pur- 
Poses, Ralph P. Merritt, Federal 
Food Commissioner for California, 
today ordered a strict sugar ration 
for all manufacturers using this 
commodity for the least essential 
food products. A new “certificate 
of purchase” plen is to be put into 
effect, which was intended to insure 
& maximum amount of sugar for 
foods vitally needed in the 
emergency. The re&triction its to 

ome operative in California on 
Monday, May 29. 

The entire group classed as less 
essential, which Includes candy, con- 
fections, soft drinks, chewing gum, 
sweet pickles and similar items, is to 
be restricted to 8 per cent of last 
year’s requirements. Manufacturers 
of nonedible products will not be al- 
lowed any sugar, under the order. 

Ice cream is classed as an essential 
meriting a full sugar requirement, ia 
order that its consumption might 
assure the lessening of surplus milk 
and encourage dairy out- 
pu 

The manvfacturers of the lesser 
essentials who expanded their estab- 
lishments between Nevember 1. 
1917, and April 1, 1918, in the face 
of an actual sugar shortage, and the 
administration's programme of con- 
Servation, are to be cut down to 6°

MEXICAN LINE. 


Artist Tells of Revival of 
Border Qutlawry. 


The old days of the forty-niners, 
when cattle rustling, horse stealing 
and smuggling were rife, are again 
in vogue along the boundary be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, 
according to Hart Schultz, better 
known as “Lone Wolf,” the artist, 
who has just returned from the 
Arizona border. 

According to Mr. Schultz, the 
region surrounding La Osa and Las 
Zorillas ranches, some eighty miles 
from Tucson, and throughout the 
Bear Mountains, a range of rugged, 
almiost impassable hills, is infested 
with c&ttle and horse thieves, and 
bands of marauding Mexican ban- 
dite. In addition, these Mexicans 
are carrying on active ammunition 
smuggling operations from time to 
time, although nothing definite can 
be learned concerning the latter. It 
is thought, however, that ship- 
ments of ammunition and firearms 
are stolen from the rallway esta- 
— and smugeled across the bor- 

er 


COWBOYS TO RESCUR. 

The cattle situation was becoming 
serious until a few weeks ago, par- 
ticularly on la Osa rapch. The 
American owner, J. C. Kennedy, 


president of the ranch company, 
had a contract to ship some 10,000 
cattle to Montana, but because of 
the depredations of thieves, the 
number was steadily decreasing. At 
lenath George D. Elifett. a Texas 
Peapitalist, bought out the other two 
partners, both Mexicans, and at 
once. substituted a number of Texas 
cowboys for the Mexican vaqueros. 

The Texans did not hesitate to 
shed the marauders blood when- 
ever they got a chance, and the re- 
eult was that cattle and horse 
thieves soon disappeared from La 
Osa and Las Zorillas properties. 
Recently one Mexican, the pro- 
prietor of the store on Ta Osa 
ranch, remonstrated in Spanish 
against two of the cow punchers 
closing a gate that led to the store. 
One of the Texans was able to un- 
derstand Spanish, while the other 
Was not. .

defendants in the Fresno jail. 

H. Stredwick, secretary of the Gan 
Pedro local of the LW.W., who has 
been out on $5000 ball, made a new 
bond for $1750, and Phil Me- 
Laughlin, secretary of the Los An- 
geles local, will submit @ new bond 
of like amount early thie week. 

The reduction in the bond was 
urged because & is impossible to 
proceed with the prosecution in this 
State until the conclusion of the 
tMial of the L.W.W.’s at Chicago, be- 
fore Judge Landis.

SCHOOL CHILDREN WILL 
WORK FOR RELIEF SHIP. 


CHOOL children of Los Angeles 
have been asked to contribute 
600 tons of goods for the 

French relief ship, the contributions 

to be largely in the form of non- 

perishable food products. 

The following appeal from France 

to the boys and girls of the Los An- 

geles schools was prepared yester- 
day by Supt. Shiels and C. S&S. Hutson 
of the Publicity Committee. It will 
be distributed, in printed form, to 
all the school children, so they may 
understand the significance of next

dren's French Relief Day:"

“Do you know that on account of 

the war most of the boys and girls 

of all ages ‘over there’ have been 


Jeompelled to leave comfortable and 


happy homes where their mothers 
and fathers were accustomed to give 
them all the good things which you 
enjoy every day’ 

“Their fathers and older brothers 
are on the battle fields—their moth- 
ers are working in the feldsa. Many 
are destitute and orphaned and are 
getting to eat and to wear only those 
things that are given to them. 
“Just consider this: Before going 
out to play, you do not have to look 
into the sky to see if a Boche air- 
plane is coming your way to drop 
bombs to destroy those you love and 
hold dear! 

“Now just imagine how happy you 
would be if you lived ‘over there’ 
and knew that a large relief ship 
was coming with food and clothing 
to ald you tin your distress. The Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce is 
going to send in a few days such a 
relief ship, and you are invited to 
bring to your school clothing or 
shoes, rice, beans, dried fruit, cof- 
fee, tea, sugar, chocolate, and for 
the little kiddies, a supply of con- 
@ensed milk will be accepted. 
“Wednesday, May 156, has been 
set aside as ‘School Children’s 
French Relief Day. You are re- 
quested to bring to your school any 
of these things which you can afford 
to give, and they will be sent to the 
American Red Cross at Paris, 
France, for distribution.

BURNED ALIVE 
BY GERMANS. 


Fate of Crippled French Lad 
Told by Los Angeles Girl. 
Was Smeared with Kerosene 
When Shot Didn't Kill. 


Old Men of Village Lined up 
and Coldly Murdered. 


Accounte of awful Teutonic 
atrocities are incorporated in a let- 
ter which Mrs. W. 8. James of No. 
521 Shatto place has received from 
Kate Brousseau. a Los Angeles 
young woman who is now attendant 
in a “foyer du soldat.” about six 
miles from the trenches, somewhere 
in France. 


The foyers are similar to Y_M.C.A. 
huts, and were originally established 
by the French. Lately the Y.M.C.A. 
has been co-operating in conducting 
these foyers as the ‘Unio ion Franco- 
Americaine. In addition to serving 
hot drinks and other soft refresh- 
ments and canned goods to the 
troops at cost, the foyers provide 
the men with a place to ounge. 
write, play, sing and dance while 
on leave for a few hours or a few 


FEARS FAMILY LOST. 

“Many of the Frenchmen we meet 
are from the invaded districts, which 
means that they have not seen their 
amilies since the war began,” writes 
Miss Brousseau. “They bring us pho- 
tographs and confide to us their 
fears that they will never see their 
families again, so terrible have been 
the German atrocities in the invaded 
districts. One man told us he had a 
wife and young daughter tn a vil- 
lage north of Verdun, and no one 
from that section has ever been re- 
patriated. 


“The Germans surrounded a 
neighboring village, set fire to ft. and 
prevented the inkabitants from mak- 
ing their escape. Many of them per- 
ished in the flatmes.

BURN WITH TORCHES. 

“The town in which I.am work- 
ing was partly destroyed by the 
Germans. They went from one build- 
ing to another with torches, setting 
fire to everything and bombarding 
the church. There is no monotony 
in my work. The German airplanes 
frequently come over our town. We 
are warned of their presence by the 
booming of the anti-aircraft guna. 
Day and night we hear the cannon- 
ading on the other side of the hill. 

“IT went to Paris recently for « 
short stay, but wag not wise in my 
choice of a L for vacationing. 
I have been writing these lines un- 
der difficulty, the shells 
from Germany's seventy-mile gun 
have been flitting past at twenty- 
minute intervals. It gives one a fear- 
ful feeling te hear them explode 
and know that some one has doubt- 
leas been Killeld, and then to wonder 
where the next shot strike. 
However, this is war!”

At the annual sale of pure-bred 
jcattie held at Aberdeen, Scotland, 
on April.4, there appears to have 
been an exceedingly brisk demand 
for animals of substance and quality 
as well as those suited for crossing 
purposes. The collection of Aber- 
deen-Angus is said to have been of 
particularily high grade. The maxi- 
mum price paid for a yeasliing sire 
of this class was 66 guineas 
(8286.14.) 


South Arerica and Australia are 
the chief sources of supply of bis- 
muth, and any expansion of the de- 
mand could be met from Australia 
aione. If the demand inereased. 
abundant supplies of the metal 
could be produced in Queensiand. 
Formerly most of the biemuth com- 
pounds required for industria] pur- 
poses were prepared at Schnecberg, 
in Saxony; but most of the South 
American and Australian Diemuth 
ores, which constitute the bulk ef 
the world's supply, are now treated 
and refined in works in England. 


The Hungarian State Railways 
tend to establish a new locomotive 
factory.

“Finner” Schock promises to be 
one of the Ty Cobbs in the new na- 
tional riveting game. “Finner” Is the 
crack riveter at the Baltimore Dry 
Docks and Shipbuilding Company. 

The tabulations of riveting records 
in @ recent issue of the Emergency 
Fleet News stirred new ambitions in 
the heart of stalwart Mr. Schock, and 


he started out to set a record that 
would stand for weeks to come. The 
score sheet was then headed by John 
Fraser and his gang at the Ameri- 
can Shipbuilding Company in Burf- 
falo. Fraser was able to drive 1624 
7-8-inch counter-sunk rivets in 
eight hours and forty-three min- 


On April 9 “Finner”’ Schock and 
his gang drove 2720 %-inch snap 
rivets n the floors of 8800-ton 
Steamers in nine hours. Schock's 
speed was too much for an ordinary 
gang and he had to put on an extra 
heater boy and an extra passer boy. 
The record was made in nine hours 
even. Schock heads the list in the 
latest tabulation. 

The present drive for records 
might be compared to the prelim- 
inary training season of the bie 
league baseball teams. It is to lead 
to something bigger and far more 
important both to the interest of the 
nation and to the men in the yards. 

Great progress has already been 
made in working out a standard 
scoring method for steel rivets. This 
problem presented manifest diffi- 
culties by reason of the great variety 
of riveting work on the average steel 
merchant ship, but a technical com- 
mittee in the steel ship construction 
division, Emergency Fleet Corpora- 
tion, has gone into all phases of the 
problem, and moreover, has already.

The weather waa Weal, warm and 
sunny, with just enough air stirring 
to prevent the atmosphere from be- 
coming teo close, @s is often the

All the various 
produce and fruit firms were keep- 
ing open house and some of them 
were giving aWay fruit, cider, lemon- 
mde and other refreshments in hon- 
or of the occasion Beveral of the 
larger firme had exhibits of fruit, 
vegetables and other products 
the soil dieplayed in a wery attrac- 
tive manner.

The next part of the equipment 
that I would inspect. would be the 
battery. ft is not impossible, in these 
days of long freight journeys, that 
a battery which leaves the factory in 
i perfectly good shape, may reach the 
car owner considerably weakened. 
Therefore take your jydrometer and 
test each cell in turn to see that it 
measures up to the required specific 
gravity. If the new owner doesn’t 
understand how to take hydrometer 
readings and hasn't a hydrometer 
anyway, he had better have the bat- 
tery service station test the battery 
for him. At any rate, get it done. 
Also see that all thé cells are up to 
the proper level with fluid, if any of 
them are below the mark, fill them 
up with distilled water.

(Continued from First Page.) 
cars in the first three months of this 
year up to or about the government 
limit, it was shown that the weaker 
companies have been cut ‘In some fn- 
stances as low ~ 5 per cent. of their 
nermal output. 

The real limitation of production, 
it was shown, has been the shortage 
of steel railway transportation and 
coal, Companies who have 
able to pay cash in advance for steel 
have been able to get the supply as 
against companies which Were forced 
to finance their purchases on basis 
of payment when cars are old. 

The figures presented by the auto- 
mobile men proved decidedly dis- 
quieting to the officials In that they 
indicated one result of the war pol- 
icy, as far practiced, almost certainly 
will be the killing of many small 
automobile companies and the 
monopolization of the OQusiness in 
the hands of a few great companies 
capable of weathering the storm. 

The probable result of the con- 
ferences will be the establishment in 
connection with a new order for cur- 
taflment of a rationing aeystem under 
which all companies will be treated 
alike in matter of steel, coal and car 


supply. 
This is the system created in cvur- 
tallment of the importation of crude 


rubber to 100,000 tons a year as 
compared with norma) importation, 
of 167,000 tons. Under this plan’ 
rubber needed for war manufactur- 
ing is firat supplied. 

This will reduce to quantity avail- 
able for genera] manufacturing to 
eeven-aixteenths of the amount nor- 
mally used. The price of rubber to! 
the manufacturers will be fixed by 
the government and each company 
will receive seven-sixteenths of ite 
normal consumption. The War In- 
duetries Board already has full in- 
formation as to the amount of rub- 
ber used by each of the companies 
in 1917 and thie will be the »aais of 
distribution. The autemobdile manu- 


facturera did not objegt to curtalil- 
ment, but emphasized the necessity
